W ashifbton, March 29.—Two more 
days will see the end of the struggle 
over the Dingley tariff MU in the houae. 
The biU will be open for amendment 
until I o’clock on Wednesday when the 
debate will cloee with two hour’« dis­ 
play of oratory. 
The voting will begin 
at 8 o'clock on that day. 
So far as 
known there will be no break in the 
| Republican rank«, but at least four of 
Democrats wiU brave the party whip 
and cast their rotes for the bill, three 
from Louisian* and one from Texas. 
There is also a probability that one 
Populist and one silyerite will vote for 
this protective measure. 
Mr. Dingley, 
who has engineered the bill through 
the eddies of debate, will devote his 
energies to pressing the consideration 
of the bUl in order to complete it before 
the vote is taken. 
Bat the Democrats 
are pursuing a coarse which has thus 
far rendered progress extremely diffi­ 
cult. 
But 14 of the 162 pages of the bill 
were disposed of in the two days of last 
week. 
At this rate it would require 21 
days for the house, sitting seven hours 
a day. to complete the consideration of 
the bill under the 6-minute rule. If the 
present tactics of the opposition are per­ 
sisted in it is not improbable that night 
sessions will be held today and tomor­ 
row. 
The policy of the Democrats thus 
far has been to attack every item and 
make it the text for gene ral assaults on 
the bill. It is understood that they will 
make »particularly strong stand against 
tbo ar«M»l and anr.tr «ibMialM 
They do 
not hope to accomplish anything, how­ 
ever, in the way of amendment. 
They 
have made trusts the keystone of their 
opposition up to this time and the only 
thing which they really believe they 
can accomplish is to secure a record 
vote on an amendment such as was of­ 
fered on Friday, providing for the sus­ 
pension of the duty on any article con­ 
trolled by a trust or comUnatian.

Austin*, March 29.—Late yesterday 
this city and tho surrounding coantry 
was visitei by a terrific cyclone that did 
no end of damage to life and property. 
The wind came from the southwest and 
blew at about 00 miles an hour for 
nearly *20 minutes, tearing down trees 
or splitting them asunder with terrific 
force. 
Several large electric light tow­ 
ers were blown down, entailing a loss 
of some $4,000 or $5,000, inasmuch as 
the iron frames were twisted as though 
they were of the very smallest wire, 
and will be useless. 
In addition to tins 
quite a number of houses in the resi­ 
dence portion of the city were blown 
down, and in several cases narrow es­ 
capes from deatn are reported. 
A new aud unoccupied residence was 
blown down, striking against the resi­ 
dence of William Vining, knocking in 
one side of the building and narrowly 
escaping killing two little children t hat 
were in the room playing. 
The wind 
played havoc with several lumber yards 
in the eastern portion of the city, blow­ 
ing piles of lumber in every d.n-etiou 
and scattering ruin aud waste ou every 
side. 
The roofs of a number of resi- j 
deuces were torn off and blow u a great 
distance, and in addition to doing much 
damage to the state university the wind 
blew off the entire roof of the adjoining 
dormitory, letting the rain drive full in­ 
to the 4-story building, doing" inesti­ 
mable damage to the building aud prop­ 
erty of the 200 students therein, many 
of whom fled for their lives when the 


partially destroyed oy lire notwith­ 
standing the torrents of rain which 
were falling.

This fact will be alii -ially an­ 
nounced by the secretary of agriculture 
in a report to be issued this week. This 
important report will ai-o cover the 
quality aud distribution of the corn, 
wheat and oats grown in the United 
States during the past year. 
Although the total wheat crop is 118,- 
000,000 bushels less than in 1895, it is 
larger than earlier estimates indicated. 
Tiiis is largely due to au increase of 
59,000,000 bushels in European Russia, 
as shown in the final estimate of the 
central statistical bureau over the No­ 
vember estimate of the minister of agri­ 
culture of that country.

The season for planting shade trees 
is at hand again.

tr£e is not a task to be performed with 
out knowledge 
The tree must be of a 
species 
adapted 
to street growth;

must be planted in a hole large enough 
to accommodate all the roots naturally 
spread out; good earth must be supplied 
f >r the roots if it is lacking; and it must 
be inclosed ;n a tree box high enough 
to keep horses from gnawing the trunk 
and strong enough to stand the wear 
and tear from street gamins. No one 
of these conditions can be safely omit­ 
ted, but if all are observed the chances 
are twenty to one that the tree will 
grow rapidly, and in a few years be­ 
come a thing of beauty.

Several large electric light tow­ 
ers were blown down, entailing a loss 
of some £4,000 or $5,000, inasmuch as 
the iron frames were twisted as though 
they were of the very smallest wire, 
and will be useless. 
In addition to this 
quite a number of houses in the resi­ 
dence portion of the city w< re blown 
down, and iu several cases narrow es­ 
capes from deatn are reported. 
A uew and unoccupied residence was 
blown down, striking against the resi­ 
dence of W illiam Vining, knocking in 
one side of the building and narrowly 
escaping killing two little children th a t 
were in the room playing. 
The wind 
played havoc with several lumber yards 
in the eastern portion of the city, blow­ 
ing piles of lumber in every direction 
and scattering ruin aud waste on every 
side. 
The roofs of a number of resi­ 
dences were torn off and blow n a great 
distance, and in addition to doing much 
damage to the state university the wind 
Mew off the entire roof of the adjoining 
dormitory, letting the rain drive full in­ 
to the 4-story building, doings inesti­ 
mable damage to the building aud prop­ 
erty of the 200 students therein, many 
of whom fled for their lives when the 
roof was carried away. The roof wan car­ 
ried IOO yards, lighting on and crushing 
the roof of a cottage in which four peo­ 
ple were seated, but none were even 
injured, though they were entombed by 
One side ut' a church 
was blown in and unroofed, the wind 
carrying the rn »f a Mock away. 
The residence of Dr. Grav 
was 
lifted from its foundation, twisted com­ 
pletely around aud settled down iii th-- 
same place, so badly damaged, however, 
that none of the doors could be opened, 
to permit the escape of the frightened 
inmates. 
The town of Clarksville, near here, 
was swept by the winds and many 
horses were killed by flying debris, 
while a number of small houses were 
blown down though fortunately the in­ 
mates were not killed but several were 
badly maimed. 
With the terrific wind 
came a driving ram that was little 
short of a flood aud swept everything 
before it. 
Persons 
arriving on the 
evening trains tell, aud reports from 
the surrounding country are to the ef­ 
fect that the storm was general in this 
section. 
The small town of Buda was badly 
handled by the storm, quite a immix- 
of houses being blowu down aild our or 
two persons killed, though their names 
are not obtainable, owing to the fact 
that most of the telegraph wir*-> are 
down and news is very meagre 
This 
is the worst storm that has ev< r visited 
this section aud it has laid waste every­ 
thing in its track, though fortunately, 
so far the reports of death* resultant 
are few. 
The storm was over in an 
hour and the sun came out a* brightly 
as though nothing had happened.
